DEATH OF GEN. SCOTT.

Preparations for the Funeral-The
Coffin- The Body Lying in
State—Appearance of the
Remains, Ete. Etc,

Ror's Horrn, WesT Poixt, May 30. -The re-
maeing ol General Scott have not yet been re-
‘moved from the botel, General Callum s
awaiting the arrival of the coffin from New
York, which 1= being constructed by Brown, of
Girace church, 1t has been ascertained that the
required length of the coflin for the deconsed
Geperal’s gigantic proportions will be six feet
nine inches. It will probably arrive bere this
evening, and the finnl arrangement for laylog
the body in state will be completed, The care
taken wopreserve the remaing has been go far
most succcesinl, The fuce of the General looks
to<dny even more natural than within a few
hours atter death, The yellowish tinge of the
skin has almost disappeared,

All s calm and quiet in the building which
contains the mortal remaing of the great chiels
tuin. No idle curiosily, no gaping crowd dis-
turb the repose which, alter many years of
uctive service for his country, Providence has
mercifully vouchgafed to him. Like all things
humen, he has pussed away, but, untike most
things huwan, be will not be forgetien., In
every cotetle around the Miltary Academy
tosgues are busy with stories of Lis nulitury
hie, bhis genl companionship, bis overflowing
fund ol anecdole (of which the incidents of hin
own onreer turnished the rarest and richest sub-
Jeets), bis strict disciolinarianism, mollificd by
a gentle dignity that adorned every action. In
this way bis memory s recalled by his nsse-
clates and those who hope to emulate him in
the noble protession of which West Point is the
nursery.

The younger officers speak of him with affee
tionate recollection of his annunl visits to the
Acndemy.,  The oloer ones, whose nssocintions
were more closely linked with hiz ofticial life,
have but lew words to suy, exeept expressions
of decp eorrow al the loss of a friend equally be-
loved and venerated. General Callum speaks
ol his old time recollections, extending back for
many vears of confidential intercourse; and
while he relates the variovs ineidents of the
General’s lite the tears overflow his eyes and
almost choke his voice. He tells of |he last
socinl pleasure in which the brave old hero par-
ticipated—ihe game of whist he played on Fri-
day night last in the room where he now Les in
the solemn maiesty of death—and how eclear his
intellect was and how keen hie enfoyment, un-
congclous then of the dark shudow which, ke
the skeleton at the Egyptian feast, was present,
though unseen, in that pleasant crowd.

The officers on guard, whose names I furnished
you yesterday, <till reciadn in discharge of their
sad duty, and will continue in attendance upon
the corpss until alter the funeral on Friday,
The spot selected 1or the temporary depository
of the repuains Is a point io the cometery situated
in the northwest part of the grounds, known
here as the Germanm Flats, It is a conspicnous
Bﬂ?l'linll. and adiolns the graves of the West
oint officers who fell o the lnte war. 1t is the
intention of Genernl Callum, however, to rermove
the body at a tuture tiwe to another and wore
prominent place, where the monument which
will undoubsedly be erected can be visible not
only from all parts of the nationul reservation,
but algo from different points on the Hudson
river. It would be an appropriata thine to cons
struel o bronye monument ol the guns captured
in the Mexicun war, which lie on the green plu-
tesu in front of the Aeademy, '

Unless the military of New York and the gar-
rison of Governor's Ieland participate in the
tuneral, there wili not be much display at the
abseguies on Friday: for the whole military foree
here, including the regulars (suppers and miners,
and & detachment of artillery and cavalry) aund
the cadels, number only about seven hundred
men, Shll, full military honors will be accorded
to the departed chiof. In complinuce with the
wishesol the family, the relivicus ceremonies
will probably be confined to the regular and im-
pressive burial service of the Eplscopal Church,
with a brief discourse by Professor French, the
chaplaim who attended General Scott in his
last monients, and administered the sacrament
to him,

The Geoeral's arrivial here on Thursday, the
10th 1nstunt, being unheralded, thefusual salute
wis not fired; but the next morning General
Callum ordered the salute, and when the ald
hero heard the guns he drew bimsell up to his
full height, looked sround proudly, vet sor-
rowlully, and, g8 it impressed with the solemnity
of the spprosching event, said, us 1t were in
soliloguy, the now memorable words, *‘The lust
of human glory is passing away."—N, Y, Herald,

THE BURIAL GROUND,

Until Ceneral SBcoit's will Lue been reud, 1
dou't know hut he has there expressed some
preference as to the siyle of his funeral and the
location of his grave, There are four besutiful
und nnnupl inte spots bere, either of which
would be & capital place for the grave of the
Gieneral, But the one which strikes me s# the
best lies just beyond and below the Cadets'
Monument. From it we can look up and down
the river; it commands a perfeet view of the
benutitul country across the river, the parade
ground, Fort Putnam, the Hotel, and the Aca-
demic Bulldings are in plain sight.

The only difficulty is that st present there
are rocks in the way, and a road would have to
be mude. These ave obstacles easlly removed:
and as doubtless a monument of some nature
will be erecied, I think we will deposit the re-

sing in the ground temporanly, to be re-
moved when the monument is raised.

Next to the statement of the Buperindendent
of the Post, that of the surgeon in charge ol
the late Lieutenant-General would naturally be
looked for with interest, and we bave obtained
from Dr, E. J. Marsh, Assisiant Surgeon U, 5.

THE BODY.

It was wt one time proposed to place the body
in the coffin this evening. and i the desd of
night remove it the chapel, where Colonel Black
and the officers of the cuard of hovor would
watch it during the night, but better counsel

revailed, and those gentlemen keep their sleep-
egs vigil al the hetel, while the unconscious
body of the deceased i eradually growing harder
aud its color more natural. To-morrow morn-
ing, “very carly in the morning," the body will
be removed under guard, aceompanied by Ma-
jor-Genvral Callum, Rev. Dr. French, and such
other officers as may cure to swell the cortege, —

The fact that the cholers has been raging vio-
lently in Germany for some time past has been
well known in this city. so that the arrival of
two ships on successive days, freighted with the
disense, cuused very little surprise, Cases huve
recently been reported here from the Health
authorities in London, that ocourred wmong
emigrants from Rotterdam and other conli-
nental elties, and the warnings that the epi-
demie was on it way to our coust have been
unmistukable. The scattering cases thal bave
oecurred in the clty were merely the vanguard
of the enemy, developing his purpose and
arousing the officers to such precautions as thuy
were able to make to preveot his advent,

We have not doubted, from the first, that thie
discase wonld make 1t appearance among as lu
an epidemic form unless it could be thwarted by
such mensures as the Board of Health might
adopt, nor do we doubt it now. The causes tor
apprebemsion have grown greatly within a day
or two, and we, therefore, more in warning
thun in fear, this morning, place before our
readers such news as we hdave been able to
gather concerniag the progress of the disease,
We lully believe that, with proper cure, most
cusos of cholers may be cured: and more with
the bope of prepuring our eitizens for those in.
sidions premonitory symptoms which always
precede Lthe attack, and to caation them agaiust
disregarding its warnings, than from any fear ot
i large mortality list from the ravages of the
epldemic, even if It should occur, we unnounce
the Mol that it still exists in the city in scatter-
ing cases,

It 18 trne that these occur every year, and dur-
ing the healthiest season our physicians are
culled upon occssionnlly to attend cases that
arige purely from local onuses, Now, however,
when they arlse 1 diferent parts of the city,
while at the same time the disease breaks out
gpoptaneously, as it were, upon almost every
emigrant ship that arrives, they ure to be re-
garded In a different light, and every case is
necessarlly surrcunded by a somewhat paiaful
iuterest, Day before yesterday John Fitzgerald,
residing &t No. 14 Cherry street, was taken vio-
lently 1l), and yesterday morning he died. His
iliness lasted searcely 24 hours, and was wecom-
panied by an unmistakable cholerale diarrhosi,
The deceased lived in a very insalubrious part of
the city, upon the top fleor of a rear tenement-
house, and in all probabilivy lacked that intelli
gence which might have saved his life it pro-
perly directed upon the appearsnce of the tirst
symptoms of discase,

The second case is that of & womnsn named
Carrigan, residing at Ko, 408 Sixth avenue, The
case Ik o mild form of cholers, or a severe one
of cholera morbus, and bad not tally developed
itself when the report was made, 1L was re
garded, however, us sufliciently dangerous to be
mude known te the Health Officers, The patient
resides inthe back-room, en the second tlluor of
the bullding, and immedinlely over & livery
stable, In tne tormer case o post-obifum exami-
nation will probably be held this morning; in the
latter, 1t 14 possible the Hfe of the patient may
be saved,

ARRIVAL OF THE "FERUVIAN,”

The Peruvian, Captain Salmon, arrived at
Quarantine, from Liverpool, yesterday aftor
noon, after s passuge of filteen dave. She had
on board, at the time of salling, 768 pagsengers,
of whow 86 died from cholera during the pas.
sage. At the time of arrival, there were 28 cases
on board, all of whom were transferred Imme
diately to the Hospital Ship, under the charge
of the Ik{mtr Health Officer. The following s

Letiers just received here from a hich an-
thority at Paris, state that Louais Napoleon is
earncstly tryine to maintein peace in Europe,
He wrote a very importaut letter 10 the King of
Italy, in which he declared himself in the
strongest terms against his (the Italian’s) war
like policy. The Ambassadors from England
aud Russia unitedly strive to arrange, in some
way, a seitlement of the present difficulties.
The French Government declared itsell ready to
act upon the same conciliatory grounds, but took
the position that it was 1mpossible to assemble
uny Conference that would be a general oue, in-
cluding representatives from all the European
powers, and the German Diet, This was com-
municated by both the nmbassadors from Russin
and England to their respective Governments,
If they assent, a preliminary conference would
be immediately held, comoosed of Franee,
Ruesia, ond England, at which the questions
hikely to be submitted to a General Congress
would be drafted and considered, This does not
absclutely assure a peaceful solution of the
threatening European difficulties, yet it is
deemed very important, as showing the posture
of the French Government, and how it is pos
sible—if pot even probuble—thut st the very
veree of war 4 collision may be uverted by the
interterence of the neutral powers,
